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REGULATIONS GOVERNING TECH¬ 
NICIANS AND OTHER CIVIL¬ 
IANS ACCREDITED TO PER¬ 
FORM SERVICES OR TO TAKE 
PASSAGE IN NAVAL VESSELS 
OR ENTER COMBAT AREAS 
UNDER NAVAL CONTROL 

Section I 

Purpose. : 

In order that manufacturers’ and con¬ 
tractors’ field representatives and other 
duly accredited persons hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “Technicians” may be prop¬ 
erly accredited for overseas journeys to 
combat areas, or overseas areas under 
naval control or in which naval forces are 
operating, or duty aboard ships which may 
make journeys into combat areas, the fol¬ 
lowing orders will govern the investiga¬ 
tion, identification, accrediting, transpor¬ 
tation, privileges, responsibilities, and dis¬ 
cipline of such Technicians during author¬ 
ized journeys or visits for the purpose of 
observing the operation or installation of 
equipment and armament, and/or assist- 
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ing in the maintenance and repair of such 
equipment, and for scientific research. 
The term “naval forces” as herein used 
shall include the Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard. 

Section II 

Civilians (Other than Technicians). —If 
it becomes necessary that civilians (other 
than .Technicians) be accredited to take 
passage in naval vessels or to enter combat 
areas under naval control, they shall be 
accredited and governed in the manner 
prescribed for Technicians except that 
they shall not be described as Technicians 
and that the uniform for Technicians 

shall not be worn. 

# ■ 

War Correspondents. —Shall be accred¬ 
ited and governed in accordance with the 
Directive for War Correspondents, dated 
April 28, 1942. 

Section III 

Definitions. 

Sponsoring Bureau or Office. —The Bu¬ 
reau or Office of the Navy Department 
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which has primary technical cognizance of 
the work to be performed by the civilian. 

Certified Civilian. —An individual certi¬ 
fied by the Chief of Naval Operations to 
perform services or to take passage in 
naval vessels or receive highly classified 
information of a limited nature and scope. 

Technician. —A certified civilian ac¬ 
credited to take passage in naval vessels 
or to enter combat areas under naval con¬ 
trol or in which naval forces are operating 
for the purpose of observing the operation 
or installation of equipment and armament 
and/or assisting in the maintenance and 
repair of such equipment, and for scien¬ 
tific research. 

Certificate of Identification. —An identi¬ 
fication certificate issued by the Chief of 
Naval Operations to a certified civilian, 
bearing his physical description, photo¬ 
graph, fingerprints, and signature. This 
certificate will not indicate the nature or 
scope of the information the individual is 
authorized to receive. (Form No. OpNav 
30S4r~l). 
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Letter of Credentials. —A letter of in¬ 
troduction issued by the Chief of Naval 
Operations to a certified civilian, specify¬ 
ing the nature and scope of the work for 
which he is certified and the service for 
which he is accredited in order that the 
information made available to him may be 
limited to that particular subject for which 
he is certified and accredited. (Form No. 
OpNav 30S4-2). 

Agreement .— A statement submitted by 
a civilian in exchange for his certificate of 
identification stating his willingness to 
accept the responsibility appropriate to'his 
status and his understanding of and will¬ 
ingness to conform to pertinent laws, regu- 
lations and orders. (Form No. OpNav 
30S4—3). (See Annex A.) 

Section IV 

PROCEDURE FOR CERTIFICATION 

Application. 

Bequest for certification of a civilian, 
not an employee of the Nawal Establish¬ 
ment , is made by letter to the Chief of 


Naval Operations via official channels from 
the officer under whose cognizance the need 
arises to the appropriate Bureau or Office 
of the Navy Department, which is termed 
the sponsoring Bureau or Office. Such 
letter sets forth clearly the need, the 
capacity of the civilian, the nature and 
scope of the necessary certification and 

certain additional information. 

* 

Agreement , and Delivery of Certificate of 
Identification. 

When the request for certification is 
approved, the Chief of Naval Operations 
issues a Certificate of Identification. The 
officer designated to deliver the Certificate 
of Identification first requires the civilian 
to accomplish, subscribe and submit an 
Agreement stating his willingness to ac¬ 
cept the responsibility appropriate to his 
status and his understanding of and will¬ 
ingness to conform to pertinent laws, reg¬ 
ulations and orders (See Annex A). 

« 

Instructions for Certified Civilians. 

The sponsoring Bureau or Office issues 
appropriate instructions to the certified 
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civilian covering his assignment and the 
nature and scope of work to be performed 
and will advise him that unless he is ad¬ 
ditionally accredited as a Technician, no 
uniform is authorized to be worn. Nor¬ 
mally, work and service by certified civil¬ 
ians within the . Continental limits of the 
United States and visits to ships in port 
or in harbors, including builders and post¬ 
repair trials, will be covered by local ar¬ 
rangements made by the sponsoring Bureau 
or Office or its representative, Comman¬ 
dants, Commanding Officers or fleet unit 
Commanders in lieu of Letters of Creden¬ 
tials as issued by the Chief of Naval 
* ^ 

Operations. 

Section V 

PROCEDURE FOR OBTAINING LETTER OF 

CREDENTIALS 

Application. 

A sponsoring Bureau or Office, desiring 
a certified civilian to be accredited as a 
Technician for overseas journeys to combat 
areas, or overseas areas under naval control 


\ 

or in which naval forces are operating, or 
duty aboard ships which may make jour¬ 
neys into combat areas, makes request, 
indicating the necessity and the nature and 
scope of the work to be performed, to the 
Chief of Naval Operations. A Certificate 
of Identification must be held by the Tech¬ 
nician regardless of whether or not he 
is to have access to highly classified infor¬ 
mation: This is for the purpose of indi¬ 
cating his non-combatant status under In¬ 
ternational Law in the event of capture. 

Delivery of Letter of Credentials. 

Upon approval of the request the Chief 
of Naval Operations issues a Certificate 
of Identification, a Letter of Credentials 
and a copy of “Regulations Governing 
Technicians,” for delivery to the individ¬ 
ual concerned by the sponsoring bureau 
or office or its representative in the field. 

Instructions for Technicians. 

The sponsoring Bureau or Office issues 
appropriate instructions to the Technician 
covering his assignment, the work to be 
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performed and instructions as to the uni¬ 
form to be worn. A copy of such instruc¬ 
tions is furnished to the Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

Section YI 

Acting Technicians. 

When persons eligible to be Technicians 
are in an area outside the Continental 
limits of the United States, having been 
otherwise qualified, the sponsoring Bu¬ 
reau or Office will as soon as practicable, 
have such persons certified and accredited 
in accordance with required procedure. 
Pending formal accrediting such civilians 
should conform to the \spirit of these 
regulations. 

Section VII 

THE REGULATIONS 

Passport. 

1. If a technician is to travel in foreign 
countries or to foreign ports and if de¬ 
parture from Continental United States is 
to be made within 30 days, application 
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should be made to the Department of State 
for a passport. Application blanks and 
assistance in preparing them may be ob¬ 
tained from the clerk of any Federal Dis¬ 
trict Court. When Letter of Credentials 
is issued, the Chief of Naval Operations 
will notify the Department of State. 

Medical Requirement. 

% 

2. Before boarding Naval vessels or de¬ 
parting for combat areas a technician 
must show by a certificate from a physician 
that he has complied with the inoculation 
requirements prescribed by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. (See Annex B.) 

Uniforms. 

3. (a) The uniform of Technicians shall 
be that of a Naval Officer with the follow¬ 
ing exceptions: (1) no insignia of rank or 
corps, or shoulder marks or sleeve mark¬ 
ings; (2) the cap shall be the regulation 
officer’s cap with black chin strap, without 
cap device; (3) when garrison caps are 
prescribed for Naval Officers, Technicians 
may wear the garrison cap without any 
insignia; (4) the Technician insignia shall 
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consist of an embroidered spread eagle, fac¬ 
ing dexter; the left claw of the eagle shall 
be shown clutching a group of tools and the 
right claw an olive branch; immediately 
> underneath the eagle shall be the letters: 

“U. S. 

Technician” 

The background of the badge shall be the 
same color as the coat, with the insignia 
white on blue coat, and blue on other coats; 
the badge shall cover a field three and one- 
quarter inches square; the badge shall be 
worn on the left breast pocket of the coat 
and shirt. (Navy Dept. Bulletin, R-1368.) 

(b) When complete uniforms are not 
available or when the nature or duration 
of the journey or visit is, in the opinion 
Of the responsible local naval authority, 
such as to make the wearing of the uni¬ 
form inadvisable, inappropriate or unnec¬ 
essary, a brassard bearing the insignia of 
a Technician may be. worn on the left arm. 
When a Technician enters territories un¬ 
der martial law, the prescribed uniform or 
the brassard must be worn. 
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(c) Articles of special protective cloth¬ 
ing and equipment which are issued to 
Naval personnel may be issued to Tech¬ 
nicians. These articles shall be turned in 
prior to release from naval jurisdiction. 

(d) Technicians who have been accred¬ 
ited by the Army, may, when serving with 
the naval service, wear the uniform and 
brassard prescribed for their wear when 

serving with the Army. 

(e) A Technician will wear the uniform 
of a Technician outside of the United 
States in accordance with the above, but 
within the United States only when travel¬ 
ing to or returning from the assignment 

covered by his Letter of Credentials. 
(See paragraph 10.) 

1 echnicians Subject to Articles for 
Government of the Navy 

* 

4. Public Law 12—78th Congress—ap¬ 
proved' March 22, 1943, provides as 
follows: 

“In addition to the persons now subject to the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy, all per¬ 
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sons, other than persons in the military service 
of the United States, outside the Continental lim¬ 
its of the United States, accompanying or serving 
with the United States Navy, the Marine Corps, 
or the Coast Guard, when serving as a part of 
the Navy, including but not limited to persons 
employed by the Government directly or by con¬ 
tractors or subcontractors engaged in naval proj¬ 
ects, and all persons, other than persons in the 
military service of the United States, within an 
area leased by the United States which is with¬ 
out the territorial jurisdiction thereof and which 
is under the control of the Secretary of the Navy, 
shall, in time of war or national emergency, be 
subject to the Articles for the Government of the 
Navy except insofar as these articles define of¬ 
fenses of such a nature that they can be com¬ 
mitted only by naval personnel; Provided, That 
the jurisdiction herein conferred shall not ex¬ 
tend to Alaska, the Canal Zone, the Hawaiian 
Islands, Puerto Rico, or the Virgin Islands, except 
the Islands of Palmyra, Midway, Johnston, and 
that part of the Aleutian Islands, west of longi¬ 
tude one hundred and seventy-two degrees west.” 

Technicians accompanying or serving 
with the Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard outside the Continental limits of 
the United States, except in the places 


excepted from its provisions by the above 
Act may be tried before general or sum¬ 
mary courts martial or deck courts. They 
are also subj ect to applicable punishments 
authorized in Articles 24 and 25 of the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy. 
Leased areas in which jurisdiction is ex¬ 
ercised at the present time are those in 
Guantanamo, Newfoundland, Burmuda, 
Jamaica, Saint Lucia, Antigua, Trinidad, 
and British Guiana. The authority for 
trial before general or summary courts 
martial or deck courts shall be utilized 
where appropriate in lieu of trial before 
exceptional military courts. (ALNAV 65, 
April 1, 1943). A Technician is expected 
to conform to all rules and regulations 
promulgated in the interest of good order 
and discipline. In the presence of the 
enemy he will conform with the actions of 
the Naval or Marine Corps personnel and 
will not jeopardize the safety of the com¬ 
mand. When necessary, the Technician 
may be placed under arrest tb await de¬ 
portation or trial by court martial. 
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Special Orders Regarding Technicians 

5. (a) Technicians are not entitled to the 
benefits provided by laws enacted exclu¬ 
sively for persons in the military or naval 
service. (See paragraph 30 concerning 
benefits under Public Law 784—77th Con¬ 
gress ). They are subj ect to the provisions 
of the Selective Service and Training Act 
of 1940, as amended, and regulations pre¬ 
scribed thereunder. 

(b) Technicians will not exercise com¬ 
mand, be placed in a position of authority 
over naval personnel, nor will they be 
armed. They are under the same restric¬ 
tions as naval personnel as regards the 
settlement of accounts and compliance with 
regulations and orders, and should con¬ 
duct themselves with dignity and decorum. 

(c) A Technician will ordinarily be¬ 
come subject to the Articles for the Govern¬ 
ment of the Navy from the time the vessel 
or other means of government transporta¬ 
tion is outside the Continental limits of the 
United States. 


Noncombatant Status 

6. (a) The status of a Technician is that 

of a noncombatant. In the event of cap¬ 
ture by the enemy, and if he is in possession 
of a certificate from the proper authority, 
he is entitled to be treated as a lawful bel¬ 
ligerent according to the laws and usages 
of war, under the terms of the Genev a 
Conference of July 27, 1929 (Treaty Se¬ 
ries, No. 846), Title VII, Article 81, which 

states: 

“Individuals who follow armed forces without 
directly belonging thereto, such as newspaper 
correspondents and reporters, sutlers contractors, 
who fall into the enemy’s hands and whom the 
latter thinks expedient to detain, shall be en¬ 
titled to be treated as prisoners of war, provided 
they are in possession of a certificate from the 
military authorities of the armed forces which 
they were accompanying.” 

(b) Each Technician will be especially 
cautioned that by international rules of 
warfare he is required to give only his 
name and naval status and that he will, 
under no circumstances, furnish the enemy 
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with information of military value, and 

that in combat areas he must Twt carry on 

his person his Letter of Credentials or any 

other items disclosing the nature of his 

security classification or other classified 
item. 

(c) The distinctive uniform and Cer¬ 
tificate of Identification prescribed by 
these regulations for Technicians are in¬ 
tended to insure, insofar as practicable, 
that they will be treated as prisoners of 
war under the Geneva Convention in the 
event of their capture by the enemy. 

(d) The protection provided Techni¬ 
cians under the American Flag entails cer¬ 
tain obligations common to all citizens of 
the United States. Therefore, Technicians 
should salute the national ensign and stand 
at attention during the playing of the na¬ 
tional anthem and at colors, in the same 
manner as prescribed for naval personnel. 

(e) In view of their noncombatant 
status, Technicians should not be assigned 
to combatant stations. However, for their 
own protection they should be assigned 
general quarters stations, and damage con- 
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trol stations on board ship, and be required 
to participate in emergency drills. 

(f) Technicians should be allowed to 
carry out the duties to which they have 
been assigned by the sponsoring Bureau or 
Office and should not be required to per¬ 
form routine naval duties which would 
interfere with their primary duties.

Privileges 

7. (a) A Technician is normally treated 
as a commissioned officer in such matters 
as messing, living accommodations and 
transportation unless otherwise indicated 
by the sponoring Bureau or Office. 

(b) Subject to existing contractual ar¬ 
rangements entered into between the Navy 
Department and the contractor, all courte¬ 
sies extended to Technicians must be with¬ 
out expense to the Navy Department. 

(c) They may be granted the privileges 
of Ships’ Service activities aboard ship 
and at shore stations outside the United 
States and at commissary stores outside the 
United States. Messing arrangements 
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will be governed by provist'cass of bavy 

Regulations, Article 128(4). . . 

Id) Disbursing officers are authorized 
to cash united States postal money orders 
and checks drawn by disbursing oiiicers ta 
the non-governmental agency linear w * 
the class at persons covered by Section JI 
are employed.

( e ) Subject to the exigencies oi w«r,

of Naval communication services as pro¬ 
vided in Naval Communication Instruc¬ 
tions, U. S. Navy 1939, to the same extent 
accorded naval personnel, and all possible 
assistance will be given Technicians to 
permit them to perform their duties effi¬ 
ciently and intelligently. 

(f) While serving in a locality where 
civilian medical service is not obtainable, 
as on board a naval vessel, and in certain 
instances outside the Continental limits of 
the United States, Technicians may be 
given, without charge, the same medical 
treatment as naval personnel. This should 
not be construed to include dental treat¬ 
ment except for the relief of pain or other 
emergency treatment. 

(g) Technicians will be free to converse 
with naval personnel and examine equip¬ 
ment in connection with their duties sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the senior officer 
present and within the scope of their cre¬ 
dentials and, duties. Commanding Officers 
shall have all hands instructed regarding 
disclosure of competitors trade secrets to 
Technicians, and Technicians shall be 


























































scrupulously ethical in regard to observing 
the rights of their competitors. They will 
be required, however, to refrain from con¬ 
versation with the personnel on guard, or 
from discussing subjects which are clearly 
classified and not within the scope of their 
particular certification of duties. Under 
no circumstances will a Technician assist 
a war correspondent. 

(h) In addition to the Navy Department 
credentials, the particular naval force 
commander to whom Technicians are as¬ 
signed may issue them local credentials 
and instructions governing their use. 

Transportation 

8. (a) The Bureau of Naval Personnel 
when requested by the sponsoring Bureau 
or Office will arrange for and authorize 
any necessary travel of Technicians by 
government conveyance. 

(b) Government transportation for 
themselves and their baggage may be fur¬ 
nished accredited Technicians whenever 
such transportation is essential to the ac¬ 
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complishment of their missions and the 
exigencies of the service permit. Weight 
of the baggage will be within the limits 
prescribed by the force commander con¬ 
cerned. 

(c) Upon arrival at his destination the 
Technician will report to the Commanding 
Officer or his representative, exhibiting his 
credentials. A Technician shall be con¬ 
sidered as officially attached to the Naval 
Force or Vessel to which he reports. The 
Commanding Officer may arrange for fur¬ 
ther assignments within his command to 
assist the Technician in accomplishing his 
mission. 

(d) A Technician may be recalled or 
reassigned by the sponsoring Bureau or 
Office. 

Endorsements on Letter of Credentials 

9. (a) The Letter of Credentials shall be 
considered as the equivalent of official or¬ 
ders to duty, issued to Naval Officers. 

(b) At each stage of the journey in the 
course of his assignment, and upon 
completion of duty at any station, the 
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Commanding Officer shall appropriately 
endorse the Technician’s Letter of Creden¬ 
tials in the same manner as in the case of 
orders of officers of the Navy. 

Termination op Assignment 

10. (a) Upon termination of the assign¬ 
ment, the Letter of Credentials with the 
endorsements shall be forwarded via the 
sponsoring Bureau or Office to the Chief 
of Naval Operations for file. The Cer¬ 
tificate of Identification shall likewise be 
returned to the Chief of Naval Operations 
unless the sponsoring Bureau or Office 
shall arrange otherwise. 

(b) Upon termination of his assignment 
a Technician shall cease wearing the uni¬ 
form of a Technician. 

Reports 

11. Reports of a Technician to the or¬ 
ganization which he represents shall be 
transmitted unsealed as confidential matter 
through the Commanding Officer, who will 
forward them in official envelopes by 
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registered official mail to the sponsoring 
Bureau or Office. Such reports shall be 
censored initially by the sponsoring Bu¬ 
reau or Office prior to forwarding to the 
contractor addressee. Personal corre¬ 
spondence of a Technician will be subject 
to the general censorship rules prevailing. 

Restriction on Movements 

12. A Technician will not leave the thea¬ 
tre of operations to which he is assigned 
without the written permission of the Com¬ 
manding Officer, which should be indicated 
by endorsement on his Letter of Creden¬ 
tials. When serving outside the Conti¬ 
nental limits of the United States, he will 
remain subject to naval authority until his 
return to the United States if the return 

journey is made by government convey¬ 
ance. 

Employees’ Benefits Applicable to 

Technicians 

13. Under Public Law 784—77th Con¬ 
gress, approved December 2,1942, and reg- 
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ulations issued pursuant thereto by the 
United States Employees’ Compensation 
Commission, persons employed by contrac¬ 
tors with the United States and persons 
engaged by the United States under a con¬ 
tract for their personal services outside 
the United States or in Hawaii, Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, or the Virgin Islands, or their 
beneficiaries, are eligible for certain bene¬ 
fits in case of injury, disability or death 
proximately resulting from a war-risk 
hazard, or in case of detention by the 
enemy. The following procedure shall 

apply in such cases: 

(a) Reports of injury or death should 

be filed by the employer of the injured 
or deceased persons or the insurance car¬ 
rier of such employer. The report of in¬ 
jury may be submitted on Form US—202, 
the Employer’s Report of Injury. This 
form should be accompanied by Form 
US-204, Attending Physician’s Report, to¬ 
gether with the employee’s Notice of In¬ 
jury and Claim for Compensation.

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(b) In case of death, Form US-261, Sup¬ 
plemental Report of Employer in Death 
Case, should accompany other forms. 

(c) In order to avoid confusion with the 
administration of the Longshoremen’s Act, 
there should be written or stamped at the 
top of such forms in large letters the 
words “War Injury Claim.” The em¬ 
ployer’s report should also contain the 
Symbol or code number of the Govern¬ 
ment contract involved and reference to 
the Department or agency making such 
contract. 

(d) Where an employee is found to be 
missing, or has been captured by the enemy, 
or otherwise is absent, the employer should 
immediately report such absence, with the 
fullest details to the nearest representative 
of the United States authorized to receive 
such report, with the request that such 
report, together with any supplementary 
official reports relative thereto, be trans¬ 
mitted promptly to the Department or 
agency of the United States requiring such 
report or having charge over projects or 
work places. 
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(e) Reports of injury or death may be 
filed with: 

1. The Deputy Commissioner of the 
Commission administrating the Act of 

August 16,1941, as amended; 

2. Such officer or agency of the United 
States, or other person designated by the 
Commission; 

3. The principal office of the Commis¬ 
sion at 285 Madison Avenue, New York, 
New York. 

For further details see regulations pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register of April 

22, 1943. 
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ANNEX (A) 

Agreement 

I a 

In accepting the authority granted to me 
by the Navy Department to participate in 
certain operations of the Navy Department 
as specifically prescribed by competent 
Naval authorities, I agree to the following 
conditions: 

1. That I will govern my movements and 
actions in accordance with instructions of 
the Navy Department and the Command¬ 
ing Officer in the activity to which I am 
attached or in which I am employed, the 
scope and limitations of my security con¬ 
trol certification, and professional ethics. 

2. That under no circumstances will I 
disclose any classified information or other 
information of military value to any un¬ 
authorized person either when serving 
with the Naval Establishment or forces or 
after termination of such service. 
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3. That, if I am authorized to accom¬ 
pany Naval forces outside the territorial 
limits of the United States, I am subject 
to the Articles for the Government of the 
Navy, except insofar as these Articles de¬ 
fine offenses of such a nature that they can 
be committed only by Naval personnel, and 
to such other regulations as may be pre¬ 
scribed by the Navy Department. 

4. That if I am authorized to accompany 
Naval forces, official reports are to be trans¬ 
mitted through the Commanding Officer; 
my personal correspondence shall be sub¬ 
ject to the censorship rules prevailing 
within the command. In event of capture 
by enemy forces, I will under the interna¬ 
tional rules of warfare, give only my name 
and Naval status, and under no circum¬ 
stances will I furnish the enemy with any 
information of military value. 

5. That this authority is subject to revo¬ 
cation at any time. 

6. That upon termination or revocation 
of this authority I will surrender my cre¬ 
dentials to the Chief of Naval Operations 
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or to his authorized representative, and 
will cease wearing the prescribed uniform. 
I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I,

1. Routine Inoculation Requirements 
for all Passengers on Naval Vessels. 

(a) Smallpox immunization. A certifi¬ 
cate of successful vaccination within one 
year. 

(b) Typhoid immunization. A certifi¬ 
cate of immunization within 1 year, either 
by the full initial course of three inocula¬ 
tions, or by an intracutaneous booster dose 
of 0.1 cc. of triple typhoid vaccine with a 
history of an initial course having been 
previously completed. 

(c) Tetanus immumization. A certifi¬ 
cate of immunization within 1 year, 
either by the full initial course of two 
0.5 cc. inoculations of alum-precipitated 
tetanus toxoid intramuscularly, or by an 
intramuscular booster dose of 0.5 cc. with 
a history of an initial course having been 
previously completed. 
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(d) Yellow fever immunization. A cer¬ 
tificate of immunization within 2 years. 

The time interval should be computed 
from the projected embarkation date. 

2. Special inoculation requirements be¬ 
fore embarkation on Navy vessels for pas¬ 
sengers routed for areas in which special 
disease hazards exist. 

(a) If embarking for an area where 
danger from epidemic typhus fever 
exists.— Typhus fever immunization. A 
certificate of immunization within 6 ✓ 
months, either by the full initial course of 
three inoculations or by a subcutaneous 
booster dose of 1 cc. of typhus vaccine with 

a history of an initial course having been 
previously completed. 

(b) If embarking for an area where 
there is danger of endemic or epidemic 
cholera— Cholera immunization. A cer- 
tificate of immunization within 6 months, 
either by the full initial course of two 
inoculations or by a subcutaneous booster 
dose of 1 cc. of cholera vaccine with 
a history of an initial course having 
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been previously completed. Ports in 
countries designated in Bureau of Medi¬ 
cine and Surgery bulletin “ Health 
Precautions for Personnel on Detached 
Duty,” pages 2 through 11, with symbol 
(23A) will be presumed, for the time being, 
to be subject to the hazard of epidemic 
typhus; ports in countries designated with 
symbol (4) will be presumed, for the time 
being, to be subject to the hazard of cholera.

3. From time to time bureaus sending 
technicians abroad should verify with the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery current 
inoculation requirements. 
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
